J. D. Welsh, vice-president and 
cashier of the bank, said no dis­ 
agreement or argum ent preceded the 
shooting. 
"W hen I heard the shot," he sa id ,; 
"I thought it was out on the bank 
floor. I jumped and started toward 
the corridor, believing there m ast be 
some disturbance in the bank. 
“I saw Mr. Seber ruse to his feet at 
his desk and crumple and fall to the 
floor. Healey came out into the cor­ 
ridor with his hands in the air. 
Guards immediately grabbed him."

CAGES 


Held In Killing 


I DO not like to see anything in a cage. Much as I love birds, especially 
* 
the canary th at fills so m any homes with song, still I never see one 
of these lovely, gold-garmented birds without regretting its jail sentence. 
The store near my office, where they have a window of young dogs, 
furnishes am usem ent that has brought m any a laugh to me and to 
thousands of other passers-by, yet I would rather view them in the wide 
garden of the unlimited out-of-doors. The sweet and mournful notes of 
a nightingale which I heard many years ago a block away from where 
it was caged, lingers in my memory. Its plaintive cry in song seemed to 
me one of sorrow rather than joy. 
Back and forth, again and again, day after day, do the caged leopard 
and the lion pace In their cells. 
I have often wondered about their 
thoughts as they viewed their captors and kecjjers and those who idly 
stood before their cages. But w hat is sadder than to see a hum an being 
in his cell? 
There are other cages, however—Invisible cages! 
We cage ourselves 
by the thoughts we think. 
We narrow our horizon. 
We restrict our 
world to a small area. And even as the caged bird or anim al grows less 
in body, losing its ruggedness and alertness, so does a hum an being grow 
weak and become sluggish in brain by shutting out the limits of the uni­ 
verse and living in a self-appointed cage of his own.

In other words, im­ 
provements come most rapidly with mass 
production and mass production is made 
possible through advertising.
